SOYBEAN PRODUCTION UP 


Soybean production _in Mississippi 
last Summer averaged 24 bushels per 
acre, a record equalled by only one 
other state, according to Dr. C. Hale 
Hoover, head of the agronomy depart- 
ment at Mississippi State College. He 
said soybean production in Mississippi 
is increasing faster than production in 
the Nation as a whole. “Eighty percent 
of Mississippis soybean production is 
in the Delta,” Dr. Hoover said. Last
